Woodside Council to Protest 
Against Ladera Dam Okay 


The Woodside Town Council 
agreed this week to send a pro-} 
test to Governor Edmund “Pat” 
Brown against the endorse- 
ment of the proposed Ladera 
Dam by jhe Pederel..goveun: 
ment’s Board of Rivers and 
Harbors. 

The dam proposal, now be- 
fore the governor for action, 
has been opposed by Woodside 
since its inception. Menlo 
Park and Stanford University | 
are also on record against the 
project. 

In late January, Woodside’s 
Mayor William Lowe queried 
the board on what he termed 
a reversal of its position on the 
dam. Colonel Carl H. Brown 
of the U.S. Corps of Engineers 
answered that it was not a re- 
versal, that the board was 
merely unable to take a firm 
position at first for lack of 
information.

School District Tax Vote Tuesday 


50-Cent 


Boost 
Sought 


Next Tuesday, March 20, vot- 
ers within the Menlo Park El- 


|ementary School District will 


cast ballots on whether the dis- 
trict’s permissive tax rate maxi- 
mum may be raised from its 
present $1.99 per $100 assessed 
valuation to $2.49. 

Polls will be open at all five 
schools of the district and at 
the administrative offices at 
555 Glenwood Ave. from 7 a.m. 


|to 7 p.m. A simple majority is 


needed for the passage of the 
measure. 

The tax proposal was plac- 
ed on the ballot as the result 
of a four-to-one decision of 
the district’s board of trus- 
tees. 


Dr. Glen B. Haydon, who dis- 
sented, said he felt that the 
tax proposal should be studied 
by a citizens’ committee as the 
finances related to the instruc- 
tional program, before the mea- 
sure should be placed on the 
ballot. 


Other trustees pointed out 
that, with small reserves left 
from previous budgets and 
with built-in teacher salary. in- 
creases to be considered, the 
district would face a deficit in 
the neighborhood of $26,000 
next year, if forced to finance 
under present budget limita- 
tions. 

But added to this is a need 
for raising another $50,000 for 
the implementation of a new 
salary schedule _ tentatively 
adopted. by. the district, to ‘be 
madé éffective if the tax mea 
sure passes. 

Thus, if the trustees do no 
thing more than adjust salar- 
ies, the district would face a de- 


jficit of about $79,000 under 


present limitations, they point 
out. 

A citizens’ committee, head- 
ed by E. Hugh Taylor of Ather- 
ton, has been campaigning for 
passage of the measure, and 
has circulated “fact sheets” 
giving details of the financial 
condition of the district. 

No organized opposition 
group has made itself known. 

Meanwhile, some question 
has been raised concerning a 
reported need for $200,000 in 
capital improvements which 
the district’s staff members 
have indicated they feel are ne- 
cessary. 

Board Chairman Elwood Wil- 
liams has explained that these 
staff recommendations will be 
scrutinized by the board, pared 
if possible, and financed over 
the next several years.

School Tax Measure 
Deserves Support 


Next Tuesday, March 20, voters in the Menlo Park 
Elementary School District will go to the polls, to cast 
ballots on whether or not to raise the district’s permissive 
tax rate maximum from its present $1.99 to $2.49 per $100

assessed valuation. 

The issue is fairly clear-cut. Passage of the issue will 
allow the district to hire competitively in the teacher market, 
and will assure continuance of the district's program of 
high-caliber instruction. 

Failure of the measure to pass, in the face of rising 
expenses and built-in raises for teachers which mean next 
years budget will have to be bigger than this year’s, can 
only result in a cut in the program. 

The school district’s board of trustees puts its record 
up for scrutiny. It says it has never taxed to the maximum 
permissive tax rate when a smaller amount was needed 
and a review of past budgets will show that this is true. 
Thus, a “yes” vote doesn’t mean you're automatically boost- 
ing your elementary school taxes by 20 per cent. 

Actually, this tax measure election amounts to a vote 
of confidence — or lack of it — in the school board. 

Looking at the record, and recalling that the district 
has operated on “close” budgets for several years and main- 
tained minimal reserves, there’s little reason to doubt that 
board members will continue to be careful with expendi- 
tures. 

The tax measure requires only a simple majority to 
pass, but don’t be lulled into thinking your vote isn’t needed, 
if you favor the tax measure. The “Noes” always get out 
and vote.

The Lane Execution: 
Some Final Thoughts 


Last week at San Quentin, Ray H. Lane Jr. paid with 
his life for killing a Menlo Park policeman, 


His execution excited few; most people who believe 
in the rule of law in this world were satisfied with this. 

An execution doesn’t really answer the purposes of 
justice, though. For how can small children be repaid there- 
by for the loss of a father, or a woman for the loss of her 
husband. 

Thus, society cannot be accused of revenge. A quick, 
painless execution merely removes a menace with sufficient 
finality to assure that it won't be back. And this is well, from 
the point of view of law-abiding citizens who would other- 
wise be placed in the position of supporting, for life, a per- 
son who, by murder, has demonstrated only contempt for 
the most fundamental rules of conduct. 

Nevertheless, at the gate of the prison last week, a 
conducted a “death 
watch” of protest through the night before the execution. 
Their polemics escape us, for the moment. But

to us that a person who kills a policeman — a living symbol 
of the rule of the law and order — ought to be dealt with, 
with finality. Otherwise, what kind of a Pandora’s box of 
iniquities have you lett open? 

Another item concerning the execution and worthy of 
comment is the last-minute delay of an hour and 40 minutes, 
engineered by Lane's attorney. Granting that it’s an attor- 
ney's job to test the law whether or not he has any doubts 
about the guilt of his client, does it have to be done this 
way? If any aspect of the business came close to violating’s 
Lane’s Constitutional unusual 
and it was engineered in his be-

Getting oneself mentally prepared to be taken off must 
not be the easiest job in the world: how infinitely worse it 
must be to have glimmerings of hope that the time might be 
put off for a day or a week or maybe the length of time it

Prison officials report that, on oecasion, candidates for 
the gas chamber have actually begged to “get it over with” 
while their attorneys went through last-minute songs and 
dances before a variety of courts. 

If we are to have capital punishment, let it be carried 
out with some dignity. It should not be made the occasion 
for a farce of last-minute legal histrionics.

Municipal Report: 


Thoughts on School Tax Ne 


Less than a week remains, 
before voters of the Menlo 
Park Elementary School Dis- 
trict go to the polls to pass on 
a proposal to raise the district’s 
permissive tax rate maximum 
from $1.99 to $2.49 per $100 
of assessed valuation. 

Heading the committee which 
favors the measure is E. Hugh 
Taylor of Atherton who says 
that, to him, its’ obvious that 
the tax measure must be pas- 
sed if the quality of education 
in the district is to be main- 
tained. 


During the past weeks, he’s 
been in contact with people 
who've asked several questions 
concerning past performance of 
the district insofar as finance 
is concerned, and questions 
concerning the need for the 
new measure. 


Here are some of them, as 
prepared by Taylor: 

Q. What is the “general pur- 
pose” tax? 

A. The general purpose tax 
is used for current costs of ele- 
mentary education. In addition 


there are so-called “over-ride” 
taxes which finance obligations 
imposed by the State. Among 
such obligations are retirement 
benefits for all district employ- 
ees, social security, excess cost 
of mentally retarded children 
and “community — services” 
(funds to reimburse district 
for use of school facilities by 
community for non-educational 
purposes). 

Q. Why was the total elemen- 
tary school tax rate reduced 
this year in view of the need to 


increase the permissive rate

A. The reduction in the total 


tax rate this year resulted from 
the liquidation of a State build- 
ing loan, which was financed 
by a special tax. When this 
loan was paid off the special 
tax expired. It could not be 
used for financing the general 
expenses of the district. 


Q@. What is the comparison 
of rate of salary increase for 
teachers and other personnel 
during last three years? 


A, The average rate of in- 
crease in salaries paid to teach- 
ers and administrative person- 
nel has been approximately the 
same ,the rate for teachers be- 
ing slightly higher. The aver- 
age rate of increase for office 
and maintenance personnel 
has been approximately one- 
fifth less than for the other two 
groups. 


Q. What are the district’s ca- 
pital equipment needs? 


A. The district is getting far- 
ther and farther behind in the 
replacement of classroom fur- 
niture ,the purchase of needed 
new equipment, the completion 
of grounds improvements, and 
the construction of minor ad- 
ditions to buildings which were 
not covered under the last bond 
election. Although the _ total 
cost of all these capital im- 
provements has been estimated 
to be about $213,000, it is not 
anticipated that all of these 
improvements would be made 
at once. 


The more than $200,000 
amount for capital improve- 
ments and equipment replace- 
ment mentioned in the first re- 
port of the 1962-63 budget was 
prepared at the request of the 
Board as a long-range budget 
of anticipated expense over the 
next several years. It includes: 
Replacements. .............. $ 65,000 
Grounds improvements 17,000 
Buildings improve- 

ments ........... 
New equipment ............ 29,000 


$213,000 
Expenditures for new equip- 
ment, equipment replacement, 
and grounds and building im- 
provements have averaged 
$58,000 per year during the 
past five years and amounted 
to $55,000 in the 1961-62 bud- 
get.

ed for superior performance 
in the classroom? 


A. Yes. Nineteen of the pres- 
ent 99 teachers receive an addi- 
tional $500 per year for super- 
ior performance as teachers. 
The amount per year is subject 
to the discretion of the Board 
of Trustees; it can be more 
and need not be uniform for all 
teachers. 


Q. How much additional rey- 
enue would new rate produce? 


A. The proposed $.50 in- 
crease in the permissive tax 
rate—if fully utilized—would 
bring in about $236,000 addi- 
tional revenue per year.

ew Assessment Policy Here

Property values will contin 
ue to go up in San Mateo coun 
ty this year, but not on the 
large area plan which resulted 
in a law suit a year or so ago. 
The new system is to try to 
keep an area in line with sales 
and this is being done in al- 
most every section, according 
to County Assessor Ralph 
Woodman. 

The assessor, feeling pert 
again after a spell in the hos- 
pital, said that his staff had 
been concentrating on Belmont 
and a small portion of San Car 
los most recently. Too, his men 
are continuing the reassessing 
program of industrial proper- 
ties. 

Last year the South San 
Francisco-Brisbane industries 
were hit pretty hard with in- 
creased assessments, but the 
sad news will hit other sec- 
tions this year. Woodman said 
there was no chance of the 
county reaching the state re- 
quired 25 per cent of value 
assessing this year. As 2 mat- 
ter of fact, this will take six 
years, he estimated. 

Reassessing of Burlingame 
has been completed but the 
figures will not be re 
included on this ye: rolls. 

Property appraisers are con 
centrating on the older and 
larger homes at present in scat- 
tered areas. Some of these pro 
perties have stayed in the same 
category for many years and 
must be updated. 

New homes are simple to

Cases Reported 
In South County 


A heavy outbreak of chicken 
pox was recorded in Redy 
City during February, but few

cases were found further south 
in the county, the count; 


health and welfare de; 
ment’s regular monthly bulle 
tin showed this week. 

Redwood City reported a to- 
tal of 138 cases of the chil- 
dren’s disease during the 
month ,the report said. By con- 
trast, only one case was report- 
ed from Atherton, and another 
from Menlo Park. 

Redwood City also reported 
a total of 48 strep infections. 
Atherton reported one and 
Menlo Park five, the bulletin 
said. 

Health department officers 
point out, however, that some- 
times doctors don’t report scat- 
tered incidences of communica- 
ble disease. The reporting be- 
comes more accurate as the in- 
cidence grows. 

Besides the chickenpox and 
strep infections reported, the 
county listed the following 
communicable diseases from 
south county areas during Fe- 
bruary: 

Menlo Park: One case of Ger- 
man measles, two cases of gon 
orrhea, one case each of men- 
ingitis and mumps, four cases 
of syphilis. 

East Palo Alto: Two cases of 
gonorrhea, four cases of infec- 
tious hepatitis. one case each 
of mumps and tuberculosis. 

Woodside: One strep infec- 
tion.

You’re dammed 
if you do and damned if you 
don’t. 

Aciually the assessor must 
follow ruies set down by the 
state. All property must be 
valued on present day sales po- 
tential. 

tm other words, if your neigh- 
bor has a home in comparable 
size and value to yours and 
sells it for $25,000. your home 
omatically carries the same 
potential value. You may have 
paid $15,000 years ago and have 
no intention of selling, but the 
increased value is there never- 
theless and your tax bill will 
rise accordingly. 

Assessor Woodman said an 
appraiser will be lucky to com- 
plete assessment figures on 
two homes a day, especially 
larger dwellings. The apprais- 
er must go over size, construe- 
tion and other phases that af- 
fect the value, as well as a 


value figure on all furnishings. 
With such slow procedures it 
is easy to see why it will. take 
six years to bring the county 
average up to the 25 per cent 
ratio. 
With assessments of almost 
a billion dollars in the coun- 
ty, the matter of reassessing 
is no little job. Woodman 
said he would have a hard 
time this year bringing the 
average up from the present 
21-plus per cent to 22 per 
cent. But, just so you won’t 
get discouraged, they’re try- 
ing. 


Although the suit by the 
Town Hali Association was lost 
in the courts, the assessing 
program did change, Woodman 
admitted. 

Theer are no more plans to 
take a particular geographical 
area and boost assessments 20 
or 25 per cent. 

The county is being worked 
over as a whole and there will 
be sizeable increases in certain 
cases, but not on a district basis 
as such. 


We'll likely hear some yells 
from scattered industries this 
year but it will be a case of 
bringing the assessment figures 
up to values. It’s easy to cuss 
a county cfficial, any or all of 
them, when some assessment 
figure is raised or some im- 
provement is planned that ef- 
fects our personal properties, 
whether it is business or pleas- 
ure. 

They are doing their job as 
required by law and the only 
way to change the procedure is 
to change the state law. 


25 Years Ago: 
New Zoning 
Was Asked 
For City Area 


The files of the Menlo Park 
Recorder reveal that, 25 
years ago this week, the fol- 
lowing items, here repro- 
duced exactly as first pub- 


lished, were news in the 
young community: 


March 20, 1937: 


The Menlo Park City Plan- 
ning Commission will hold a 
public hearing on Friday, Ap- 
ril 2, to get further opinions of 
property owners relative to the 
proposed rezoning of Stanford 
Park Number 2 and in the Par- 
tridge Subdivision. 

The movement for rezoning 
was started by a petition from 
property owners of homes and 
unimproved property asking 
the city council to rezone the 
residential property on Har- 
vard and Cambridge avenues, 
Creek Drive, and parts of Col- 
lege Avenue, University Drive, 
Yale Road, Princeton. Road. and 
Arbor Road so that only single 
family dwellings would be per- 
mitted, with a hmit of one 
dwelling a lot. 

The Planning Commission 
held a public hearing on the 
petition, and recommended the 
adoption of ordinances drawn 
up to comply with the requests 
made. It also recommended the 
same new zoning provisions be 
applied to the rest of Stanford 
Park Number Two and of the 
Partridge Subdivision if the 
property owners and the city 
council approved.
